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An Interview with Elijah Harper 
Why He Said No

Up to the Meech Lake Accord 
It could be said Native People were 
left out of the decision-making 
process. This Included the Indian 
Act in which we played no role. 
Because we were not allowed to 
take part In legislation that af- 
fected us as a race of pwople. It 
could be said the legislation gov- 
erning Indians Wcis racist and 
paternalistic. Paternalistic means 
excessively controlling, like an 
overly dominant father. It also 
means unfair. We have governed 
ourselves for tens of thousands of 
years, without such parental con- 
trol. 

Elijah Harper, was In my opin- 
ion the only Native leader to stop 
Brian Mulroney's Tory government 
from trampling on Native rights. 
He brought to attention the seri- 
ous problems that Native ]>eople 



across Canada have with govern- 
ment The several constitutional 
meetings with government have 
met wlm very little or no success 
because government will not rec- 
ognize us on a "nation to nation' 
basis. 

I have to admit when I first 
looked at the Charlottetown ac- 
cord I was Impressed. The fact 
that Aboriginal people were now 
In the constitutional process in a 
positive way was fascinating, 1 
thought. However, the more I 
looked at it the more I said no. 
There were more questions than 
answers. 

It was confusing and put to- 
gether too quickly. Laws that gov- 
ern a country must go through a 
process that is, unfortunately, 
time consuming and painfully 
slow. In Native culture we have 
long known that good rules take a

long period of discussion. 

The Charlottetown accord was 
too fast and too much for Canadi- 
ans to absorb at one time. 

I believe Canadians were not 
saying "no" to Native people, but to 
issues they didn't understand or 
have time to decide on. Most fair- 
minded people want to see Native 
people treated with dignity and 
respect. In their hearts Canadi- 
ans want treaties honored and 
aboriginal rights respected. In- 
justice manifests Itself throu^ 
statistics that reflect an all-too- 
real world. 

As Elijah Harper stated 'I 
didn't know what to do, what to 
say." Time was too short. Two 
weeks is not enough. I surmise it 
was slapp)ed together to be part of 
Mulroney's ticket to office in the 
next federal election. We would 
have lost our right to speak at the 
U.N. because treaties built on a 
"nation to nation* basis would 
become invalid. We would have 
lost our sovereignty as a people 
because we voteid "yes", however 
we didn't, we also said "no'. Our 
rights should not be subject to 
vote. 

When the government signed 
treaties with Indians, it means 
they recognized us as nations. 
The referendum really offered us 
nothing we already didn't have. 
There are other avenues open to 
negotiation, like the treaty mak- 
ing process. Supreme Court deci- 
sions, the Royal Proclamation of 
1763 and legal precedents. EJvery 
human being has the right to be 
treated fairly, not to mention with 
dignity and respect. As Elijah con- 
tends, the referendum strength- 
ened the argument for these rights. 



It actually strengthened our hand. 
Native people have nothing to be 
ashamed of, because it is govern- 
ment policy that Is wrong, not us. 
It Is estimated that if Native 
people were treated on the same 
per capita basis as other Canadi- 
ans, they would have an output 
slmflar to the province of Sas- 
katchewan or New Brunswick. 
NOTE: I am not president of the 
Native Studies Student Associa- 
tion anymore.

BIG CHANGES IN THE 
WORKS FOR OSAP

The rumor that there are 
some potential^ big changes to 
the Ontario Student Assistance 
Program is confirmed. Well, sort 
of Whfle it is not yet clear exactly 
what modifications will be made 
to the program in the coming 
weeks, Mrs. Suzanne Brunnette 
of the Student Awards Office Is 
willing to make some predictions. 

"The major change that 
we're expecting is that there is 
going to be a larger focus on loans. 
I believe that there wlH be a 
reduction in grant money avail- 
able, but there will be auyK funds 
available to the student in kians.* 

While this may increase the 
debt load of many students, a new 
system for loan repayment may 
also be Introduced that should 
ease the financial streiin on gradu- 



ates. It is called "contingent re- 
payment," and the main element 
of the system is that graduates 
will be able to repay their loans 
based on the level of income they 
earn after university. Another 
feature of the plan is that it will 
allow any student — regardless of 
the financial means of his or her 
parents — to obtain assistance. 
Even better, a person, who, be- 
cause of a consistently low in- 
come was unable to pay back his 
or her loan by the end of the 
repayment f)eriod (around twenty- 
five or thirty years) would not be 
obligated to keep on paying back 
the loan. In short, the loan would 
be forgiven. 

While there are many pos- 
sible benefits to the plan. Bru- 
nette Is concerned about the 
amount of debt a student could 
accumulate over time. "No one 



likes having a large debt load. If 
these changes are implemented, 
most students wUl see an Increase 
in the amount of money they will 
have to repay after graduation. 
We do not know as yet whether 
these loans would be subsidized 
by grant money." 

Brunette has been told to 
expect a formal announcement 
on the changes within a month. 
She believes that apart from the 
contingent repayment plan, an- 
other possible modification would 
involve having all OSAP applica- 
tions sent directly to Head Offices 
in Thunder Bay without being 
processed by Lauren tian. Theo- 
retically, this wiU sp>eed up the 
process of obtaining a grant or a 
lo£in. LAMBDA will provide de- 
tailed information on all the 
changes when they are announced 
in a few weeks.

Just when you thought you'd 
heard the end of the constitu- 
tional debate for awhile... 

The New Sturcture Alliance Is 
out to prove that constitutional 
p)olltlcs is not dead. They have put 
together a series of other options 
that theybellve should be consid- 
ered now that the Charolettetown 
accord has been defeated. They 
are appealing ot the students of 
today to write and express thefr 
opinion. ) 

The NSA operates under a 
code of prlclples that begin with 
the statement that " this is not a 
subversive movement, it has no 
cormnunist overtones and does 
not set out to divide Canada. Fur- 
ther, it abhors violence and will 
encompass democratic prlclples 
in it's pursuit of fair and honest 
representation in government..." 

All NSA members are ideally 
bound by this standard set of 
prlclples. These basically Include 
abolishing the federal senate and 
allowing all elected members a 
free vote on all legislation at all 
times. As well, they propose In term 
checks on the p>erformance of the 
Individucd members of parllment 
at 12 month intervals. If it is nec- 
essary, the person who ended up 
second on the NSA balot would 
then take the place of the sitting 
member. Other prlclples Include: 
• candltates may subscribe to 
whatever phUosophy they choose 
and whatever outside activity they 



wished providing they adhere to 
the basic prlclples laid down by 
NSA. 

• Any candidate wishing to rtm 
under the NSA ballot must agree 
to be subjected to interm checks, 
if they are so called for. 

• The NSA would only encourage 
voters to cast their ballots if they 
were willing to register their vote 
on thefr own time at a designated 
office within the constituency. 
Tlpse showing concern for the 
issues would then be more likely 
to cast an Informed vote. The NSA 
policy does not deny anyone the 
right to vote. 

• NSA members would deter stack- 
ing of the NSA candidate ballot Ijy 
other party members through a 
system of choosing NSA cadldates 
themselves prior to an election. 

• All campaign contributions 
should be made to the candidate, 
(not the NSA itseU) and such do- 
nations would be limited by gov- 
ernment regulations. The NSA 
would emb^k on its own fund 
raising activities. 

• All elcted member would have 
replacement members to fill their 
seat in the house should they be 
unable to attend. This would en- 
able debate at all times in a fully 
occupied house. 

• Should the NSA achieve a major- 
ity of members in the house, they 
would aim to restucture the house 
so that the house would consist of 
the Premier (or P.M.), his cabinet. 



a speaker and assistant speakers. 
The latter would be from academla, 
labour, social and cultural 
epresentatlon, and busslness 
would be represented through a 
cabinet that is selected from out- 
side elected representltlves. 

• The Premier (or P.M.), would be 
selected after a "mini-vote" 
amongst the elected members. The 
results would conclude a leader 
and the leader would select his 
cabinet 

• The house would sit for a four 
year period. 

• Non-confidence votes on 
incumbant governments should 
be abolished and instead be di- 
rected at the Premier (or P.M.) 
only, removing the leader and his 
cabinet but leaving the other 
elected members in Uiefr places. 

• Reduce the cost of "redundant 
representation". Elected members 
would be directly responsible to 
the voter. Ministers would be ef- 
fectively choosen in thefr respec- 
tive fields. Unify the philosophies 
under one banner to eliminate the 
"continual haggering inherent in 
the party sjrstem." 

• The NSA claims that they are not 
a i>olltical ijarty. There are no 
party whips.

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Sunthetic Project Could Benefit Laurentian

When addressing the benefits 
to be derived from Sunthetic En- 
ergy Inc's proposed Mixed Oxy- 
genate Plant for the Sudbury area, 
p)eople often fall to regard the ad- 
vEintages to be had by Laurentian 
University. Consider. If you wlU, 
the avail of having a university a 
stones throw away from an Indus- 
try on the cutting edge of environ- 
mental sclentlflc technology. They 
are not hard to Imagine; research 
opportunities, Job oppwrtunltles 
for graduating students, post 
graduate programs in related 
nelds, access to multl-mllllon dol- 
lar state of the art technology, and 
of course the ever so Important 
reputation that goes along with 



these privileges. 

The Sunthetic Project utilizes 
a large variety of technologies that 
could be of academic Interest to 
the university. Amajor function of 
the plant Is the production of 
mixed ethanol and methanol 
based ethers. This should be of 
Interest to chemists, chemical 
engineers, and those Interested In 
the field of environmental energy 
technology, as the plant will be 
employing the most up to date 
Innovations In these fields. The 
plemt wUl be producing feed grain 
for livestock, a byproduct ofcom 
blomass fuel, as well as using 
other blomasses In the 
cogeneratlon facility. This should 
be of Interest to biologists,

Although many of these fields 
may seem completely disassoci- 
ated with those here at Laurentian 
University, they aren't. Under- 
graduates in the fields of geology, 
earth science, solid earth science, 
physics, engineering, geography, 
and law stand to benefit directly 
or indirectly by the instalment of 



the Sunthetic operation. If the 
project is to keep pace with the 
U.S. Clean Air Act mandate, of 
increasing o^genates in gas to 
2.7% in most U.S. ciUes by 1995, 
it is conceivable that current Ist 
and 2nd year undergraduates may 
be first In line to receive a unique 
opportunity. However this oppor- 
tunity WlU fall to manifest Itself if 
Ontario Hydro has it's way and 
the project fails to go throu^. 

Students and staU at 
Laurentian University, who would 
like to see the university prosper, 
should be making a concerted 
eflbrt to ensure that the Sunthetic 
Project is implemented in Sud- 
bury. Laurentian University could 
potentially be at the forefront of 
environmental education and ex-

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SGA Report 

S.G.A. Opens Its Financial Books

The SGA Board's ninth regu- 
lar meeting took place Tuesday, 
November 17th. At the meeting, 
two Board ix>sitions were filled; as 
well Steve Smith. V.P. of Finance 
presented his report on the S.G.A 
books so far this year. 

The positions that were filled 
were those of Student Affairs Com- 
missioner and Ofif-campus Rep. 
The position of Student Affairs 
Commissioner was filled by 
Slobhan Karl. The position of OflT- 
campus Rep. was fiUed by Jsme 
Zanlbbl. 

The topic that received the 
most attention at the meeting was 
the presentation of the S.G.A.'s 
financial report for the first half of 
the school year. 

V.P. of Flnancee, Steve Smith 
Informed the Board that S.GA. 
finances are In good condition so 
fan "We're pretty much right on, 
half-way through the year." He 
also reported that the S.GA. Is 



over budget In revenues. Elxf)ected 
revenues for the year were pro- 
jected at approximately 
$600,000.00. However, halfway 
through the year, revenues have 
exceeded $400,000.00. This Is es- 
timated to be on budget for this 
point In the year. 

Steve also discussed FYosh 
week figures, stating that the 
S.G.A. was left only $95.00 In the 
hole after frosh week. However, he 
recognized that there are still some 
bills to be paid for Frosh week. 

Steve also Informed the Bozird 
that he reviewed CFl,R's finances 
and that the organization was 
doing well financially. He dis- 
cussed Lambda's books at the 
last SGA Board meeting, inform- 
ing the Board that Lambda re- 
quested that Its books be reviewed 
earlier than planned because of a 
possible controversy. However, at 
that meeting he stated that a re- 
port would he forthcoming. In his 
discussion of S.G.A. finances he 



did not discuss Lambda's finan- 
cial sUtuation. 

Finally, Dr. Ross Paul, Presi- 
dent of Laurentlan University was 
on-hand at Tuesday, November 
lOth's S.G.A. Meeting to discuss 
L.U.'s tentative Srate^c Plan. The 
Strategic Plan proposal discussed 
at the meeting was based on a 
report from the Strategic Plan 
Steering Committee which did its 
research during the school year 
1991- 1992. The report was based 
on research, faculty concerns and 
student concerns which were dis- 
cussed at seminars last year. 

In his discussion, Dr. Ross 
Paul ideniifled the Strategic Plan 
cis a statement of aspirations for 
the University: the plan states 
"Vho we are and what we're about. " 

Dr. Paul identified some char- 
acteristics of the University that 
meike it unique from others in 
Ontario, which must be addressed 
in any strategic plan that would 
be adopted. Among those con- 



cerns were that the school is re- 
gional, yet it still has to serve a 
broad range of needs, that the 
bilingual nature of the school 
poses some additional problems 
in that it is difficult to reconcile 
the interests of English and 
Franco-Ontarlans and finally that 
the federated college system is 
confusing, especially to first year 
students. 

Dr. Paul went on to discuss 
some of the objectives for the Uni- 
versity contained in the Plan. Af- 
ter that brief outline. Board mem- 
bers' questions regarding the plan 
were answered. Among questions 
that were raised was that of the 
balance between reasearch in the 
academic field that must take 
place and the quality of teaching. 
Dr. Paul suggested that 
Laurentlan could provide a bal- 
ance between the two, oftentimes 
the research aspect of universi- 
ties is advanced to the detriment 
of the teaching asp>ect. 



Another question that came 
up had to do with communication 
within the University and exter- 
nally. Dr. Paul was pleased to see 
the addition of the Student Centre 
to the school as a meeting place 
for students. However, he recog- 
nized that there was no such gath- 
ering place for the faculty, which 
is a problem. He recognized that 
the traditional means of commu- 
nication employed at Laurentlan 
was not effective. Externally, com- 
munications are a problem as well. 
If Laurentlan's own students do 
not know what kind of research 
the University is helping with such 
as that at the Cancer Centre, then 
how can the University expect the 
wider community in Sudbury and 
Ontario to know about these 
achievements. 

The strategic Plan will be fi- 
nalized in January and will be put 
forward for final approval by 
Laurentlan's Board of Directors 
in Februaiy of 1993. 



Unions: Part III Down & Dirty

Catchy title, eh? I will have to 
apologize to you. In last week's 
article I mentioned that this week 
we would look at the workings of 
the faculty's union, administra- 
tion and the security guards. Well, 
I was 2/3 correct; in this article 
we will get a look at the Laurentlan 
University Faculty Association and 
the Administration. But seeing cis 
the presdident of the Canacuan 
Guard Association at Laurentlan 
is on maternity leave, and their 
secretary "doesn't give out inter- 
views" or allow anyone to see a 
cojjy of their Collective Agreement 
(which is open for public viewing), 
I guess I caimot include them In 
tms article. 

First, let's take a look at the 
Laurentlan Faculty. Although it 
was not certified until 1979, the 
L.U.F.A. organization has been 
around as long as the University 
itself. It consists of all faculty 
members of the Laurentlan Uni- 
versity, and those of the Thomeloe 
University. The Universities of 
Sudbuiy and Huntington are not 
at present time unionized. All 
totaled there are over three hun- 
dred members covered by this 
Collective Agreement. However, I 
only had a chsmce to talk to one of 
them. And lucl^ for me, Jean- 
Charles Cachon happenes to be 
an active member of L.U.FA. 

The president of the Faculty's 
union, Wendy Jerome, was not 
available for an Interview, but I 
figure I lucked out cifter my Inter- 
view with M. Cachon, seeing as he 
has been involved in the union for 
3 years, actively. 

During our interview we dis- 
cussed the nature of the Ideals of 
a university faculty union. Just 
over half of Ontario's Universities 
have unionized faculties, each 
Institution having their own un- 
ion. This Is reasonable because 
each university has dlflerent cir- 
cumstances. Like here at 
Laurentlan, the CoDecttve Agree- 
ment covers members who would 
Include professors and profes- 
sional librarians. 

When I asked him what the 
main purpose of the Collective 
Agreement was, he said, "It's pur- 
pose is to protect the academic 
freedom of speech." Without it, 
professors would be restricted 
from voicing their own opirions 
and difierences. He went on to say 
that if the ability to "conflict and 
disagree is lost then the entire 
concept of a University is lost as 
well." Seeing that students be- 



come enlightened by asking and 
questioning, this is a reasonable 
eissumptlon. 

Now let's see what the Admin- 
istration has to say about the 
Laurentlan University unions. 
How are the unions seen by the 
Administration? That was the 
question posed to Branko 
Rayakovlch, Director of Person- 
nel and chief negotiator for the 
Administration, handling 
L.U.SJ^, C.U.P.E. & C.G.A. He 
stated "No one group Is more or 
less imp>ortant than another, and 



that is reflected in each agree- 
ment." He continued by referring 
to unions historically, mention- 
ing that you have to look at the 
reasons for unionization in the 
past to understand why they exist 
now, but here at Laurentlan each 
group is satisfied with their Jir- 
rangements. Mr. Rayakovlch also 
mentioned that the University con- 
tracts are very competitive, creat- 
ifig a favourable environment for 
all. "We have one of the best work- 
ing environments," was his com- 
ment. 



The Administration works to 
keep its employees by keeping 
ahead of the times. They have 
Installed conditions before it be- 
comes mandatory. 

I also wanted to talk to the 
negotiator that deals with the fac- 
ulty, Hermann Falter, but he was 
unable to contact me before this 
article's deadline. I wanted to get 
his personal perspective of 3ie 
labour relations between the Fac- 
ulty in 1979 against Angus Gilbert, 
who, during the last negotiations, 
negotiated for the Faculty. Neat 



eh?

During Alcohol Awareness 
Week Health Services conducted 
an informal random sample study 
of alcohol at Laurentian Univer- 
sity. The study comprised of 1 50 
students (90 m£tle and 60 female), 
and 104 off campus and 46 on 
campus students. The aim of the 
study was to assess alcohol hab- 
its and to assist Health Services in 
future teaching endeavours on 
campus. 

Promoting Alcohol resjjonsi- 
bllity was identified as a need on 
campus. Of the male respondants 
46% agreed that there is a lot of 
drinking at Laurentian Univer- 
slty, in addition 57% of femcdes 



Checklist 

strongly agreed. The mean number 
of drinks consumed per week Is 8 
for males and 4 for females. 

A positive aspect of the study 
revealed that 45% of the student 
population feels that alcohol re- 
sponsibility is promoted ad- 
equately on the campus. How- 
ever, even more alarming Is the 
fact that 74% of the sample popu- 
lation did not know where to go if 
they needed help.

Spring Break - Things To Know 

1 am writing this article on behalf of the Spring Break Committee in an effort to inform students of their rights and to 
warn them of th epossible dangers on booking a spring break trip. Due to problems in the past, the SGA/ AGE, the AEF, and the 
administration have joined together to form a spring break conmiittee. We have formed guidelines and policies to protect students 
against bad trips, financial problems, phony travel companies, (yes, it happened last year!), and other important concems. 

This year, because of the questionable practices of certain travel companies, the Government of Ontario is strictly 
enforcing the Travel industry Act This document places certain restrictions on people who sell trips. Students who promote 
trips for a travel company can be fined up to $25,000 if they violate the acL This is no laughing matter. If somebody approaches 
you to help sell or promote trips, check with a representative of the Spring Break Committee to find out what you can and can't 
do. 

Here are a few highlights and things to keep in mind when deciding about your spring break options. 
Travel Industry Act 

A student council and students are not permitted to sell travel services to consumers unless it is registered as a travel agent by 
the Registrar under the Travel Industry AcL R.S.O. 1990, c. T.19. 

A travel agent caimot sell travel services from aprivate residence and cannot advertise private residential telq>hone numbers for 
consumers to purchanse or abtain information about the travel services that are for sale. 

L.U. Spring Break Committee Policy 

Only travel companies approved by this committee will be allowed to advertise on campus. 

Tour companies must have a deposit with the committee to ensure the smooth operation of the crip. 

Please keep in mind that there are companies out there that have cheated sutdents in the past. To protect yourself, check 
with the committee to see what trips have been approved. The following is a list of the campanies and destinations that have been 
approved by the committee.

Lead singer Gordon Downle of The Tragically Hip has never been one to shy 
away from gritty, quirky Issues. That's why Locked In the Truck of a Car, should 
surprise no one as the first single off the Kingston Band's latest release F\illy 
Completely. 

The grim tale of a serial killer's attempts to find a place to "dump the body" 
Locked in the Trunk of a Ccir is a typical example of Downle 's fascination with the 
sinister and the bizarre. 

After buying a pack of 
hockey cards recently, Downle dis- 
covered that Bill Barilko, a star 
with the Toronto Maple Leafs in 
the late 1940's until 1951. had 
died on a fishing trip in Northern 
Ontario in 1951. Barilko had 
scored the last goal of the 1951 
playofifs in overtime as the Leafs 
beat Montreal In five games in the 
finals. 

Barilko's body wasn't found 
until 1962, which. Ironically 
enough, was the next year the 
Leafs won the cup. Put Oie story 
together and you have Fifty Mis- 
sion Cap. an Intensely moving trib- 
ute to Barilko. sung in Downle's all 
- out wailing style. 

Other songs offer respect to 
Canadian author Hugh Maclennan 
(Courage), a back - handed slap at Jacques Cartier (Looking for a Place to Happen), 
a shot at Western bigotry (Wheat Kings) and at the beginning of the West Itself (At the 
Hundredth Meridian) and other distinctively Canadian ideeis. The cover art is highly 
original and erotic but, I wish the vocals were included as they have been on other Hip 
albums. 

Fully Completely is every bit as good as Road Apples and Up to Here and rewards 
the listener who gives it time. 

Album: Neil Toung. Haryest Moon . ReprUe. 1002. 

It's becoming harder sind harder to keep up with the highly prolific Neil Young. 

Every time you turn around the Canadian ex - patriot has a new collection of tunes to 

sample. 

This album is one you shouldn't miss because 
it brings back the same crew that helped Young 
make his outstanding Harvest album 20 years 
ago which spawned classic singles such as 
Heart of Gold, A Man Needs a Maid, The Needle 
and the Damage Done and Alabama. Ben Keith 
(steel guitar), Kenny Buttrey (drums) and Tim 
Drummond (bass) of Young's band. The Stray 
Gators are back In fine fonn to lend assistance. 
The local talents of Linda Ronstadt, James Taylor 
and Nlcollette Larson, as the were on Harvest, 
also in evidence on Young's latest album. 

Not only will the songs remind you of Harvest, 
but there are also echoes of several other 70's 
Young albums like After the Gold Rush orComes 
aTlme. Young's themes remain rooted innostal- 
gia (from Hank to Hendrix and One Of These 
Days), peace (WarofMan) nature (Natural Beauty) 
and love and relationships (You and Me, Harvest 
Moon Such a Woman).

Bob Dylan's gone back, way back with the 
songs he brilliantfy presents on his latest al- 
bum. 

One pictures a fresh-faced 19 year-old.

York City office back in the winter of 1961. The 
young Minnesotan sings old spirituals, blues 
and folk songs in a highly distinctive voice, one 
that seems true and original. 

It's 3 1 years later and a grizzled veteran 
has gone back into the studio, with Just his six- 
string acoustic and simple harmonica and belts 
out 13 very distinctive tunes., Dylan is right 
there in your car or Uving room singing earnestly 
to you, be it splrituctl. blues or folk style.

Book: Margaret Atwood, \nider- 
ness Tips . Seal, 1992. 

This collection of ten superbly 
crafted short stories comes from the mind 
of one of Canada's most resjjected writers 
and doesn't disappoint. Atwood's legen- 
dary dry wit Is the common denominator 
as she picks ap>art the inner and outer 
observations of her characters in each 
stoiy. 

The theme of the collection is the 
package of time in the lives of her main 
characters. Most of the stories start out in 
childhood or young adulthood for her 
protagonists and reflect back decades later 
at a major event or crisis that fundamen- 
tally has altered easily held p)erceptlons. 
The characters don't so much such as 
they find out that life has no easy answers. 
Pain endures as much as p)eople do. 

There Eire some big surprises in 
most of the stories cind the readers can be 
forgiven for jjeeking at the last page in 
anticipjation of the conclusion. The beauty 
of these short stories, as with all Atwood's 
fiction, is that they are a fast, enjoyable 
read. Atwood p>alnts an irresistible picture 
sind asks you to bring your own sensibility to the piece. You'll be required to think 
about the behavior attitudes, some quite shocking, of the people she describes. At 70 
cents a stoiy ($6. 99 for the 242 p)age book) It's well worth it.

One of the distinguishing 
characteristics of Canadian uni- 
versities is the annual "bad 
weather" memo fiDm their presi- 
dents. The purpose of such memos 
Is to solicit everyone's cooperation 
in ensuring that closure policies 
are well understood and mini- 
mally disruptive to staff and stu- 
dents alike. 

In accordance with our com- 
mitment to students and commu- 
nity, it la the policy of the Unl- 
▼eraity to remain open for all 
claaaea and services. Should 
extremely severe conditions 
require us to close or cancel 
classes, this decision will be 
made through the President's 
Ofilce and announced on local 
radio stations. Only after a deci- 
sion to close has t>een made will 
employees be dismissed from 
work. Similarly, classes will be 
cancelled only after the decision 
Is made through the President's 
Office. Individual employees or de- 
partment heads are not to make 
decisions on early leaving or dos- 
ing of offices without specific au- 
thority from the Personnel Office. 

In those circumstances when 
the University remains open dur- 
ing unfavourable weather condi- 
tions, we expect that employees 
will meike every reasonable effort 
to report to work. A staff memlDer 
unable to report to work should 
contact his or her Immediate su- 
pervisor. I would appeal in par- 
ticular to faculty members to es- 
tablish telephone networks or 
messaging systems in advance to 
ensure that students are fore- 
warned In the event of clsiss can- 
cellations so that we make every 
effort to avoid circumstances 
whereby students have made spe- 
cial efforts to attend classes onty 
to find that the instructor is ab- 
sent 

I will do what I can to ensure 
that decisions are made and com- 
municated quickly and would ap- 
preciate whatever you can do to 
help us carry out university policy 
effectively on this matter.

The AcUon Plan 
for Canada's prosperity that was 
presented by Mr. Roland Marcoux 
was prepared by the Steering 
Group on Prosperity. These 20 
volunteers, who served independ- 
ently from the government, lls- 
teneid to what Canadians were 
saying and produce a plan of ac- 
Uon that all Canadians could sup- 
port and help carry out. Conrmiu- 
nlty talks were held in 186 clUes 
and towns, followed by regional 
talks in five major centres, a two 
day conference with abwriginal 
peoples comprised the consulta- 
tions that were responsible for the 
54 recommendations by the Steer- 
ing Group on Prosperity. 

The Steering Group study re- 
turned to Sudbury with a strategy 
for the acUon plan. A creative, 
innovative, inclusive society that 
Improves and builds a strong 
learning culture will be able to 
realize their full potential. As the 
moderator Mr. Marcoux stated 
that the recommendations were 
"not new - already proposed." 
However, these consultations 
stress less government, less regu- 
lations and no artificial 
'makework'. The ideas are not com- 
pletely new but the drive and con- 
tinuing effort of this document to 
Involve cind anticipate action for 
Canadians Is new. 

Some kev recommendations 
Include a coordinated approach 
to quality in all sectors, a reduc- 
tion in the burden of government 
on Canadians, a focus on educa- 
tion sind training system on re- 
sults, also to ensure that jill Ca- 
nadians have access to the oppor- 
tunities created by the action plsm. 

These recommendations, 
along with the others outlined in 
the full action plan, provide a road 
map for change.

CAREER ORIENTA'nON SESSIONS 

In an effort to free up a few Individual counselling sessions per week so that students do not 
have to wait two to three weeks for an appointment, group session of one hour have been 
scheduled for Fridays in November - 1 1-12PM in Rm 221, next to the Centre. This hour covers 
the Introductory part of the career counselling process, providing handouts and exercises to 
students as well as an overview of the personal process that people follow in selecting a 
satisfactoiy career path.

The programme Is very easy to progress through, backtrack, revise 
answers and select sections. You can take a printout of the information with you to ponder at 
your leisure. Two drawbacks are that the programme is American and only available at this time 
in English, but 1 understand that the company is working on a French version now.

This past Friday in 
Toronto, in the U of T 
pool, some fast times were 
swum. Since the meet 
was not scored, this was 
the whole purpose of the 
meet.

In her flrat 
event, 400 freestyle, she missed

Jody was a 
little upset by coming so close and 
decided to go after it in her next 
event, the 200m. She finished 
with a personal best, which Wcis 8 
tenths of a second oflf the CIAU 
standard. 

Jody, seen walking around 
aimlessly amd talking to herself, 
got ready for the 800m freestyle. 
Jody dove in and attacked the 
standard. She and a Windsor girl 
pushed each other the whole 800 
meters. When Jody finished, she 
was not only first, but 5 seconds 
under the standard. Jody fin- 
ished the meet with a first and 3 
second places. 



What Jody did wjis mir- 
rored by Dave Chlsholm in the 
men's meet later that evening. 
The parallels were uncanny. Dave, 
the Men's team captain missed by 
tenths of seconds in the 400m 
freestyle and 200m, also finishing 
second in both (Just like Jody). 
and in the Men's version of the 
800m and the 1500 (called the 
metric mile), Dave finished first 
and qualified for CIAU's. Dave 
finished the meet with two firsts 
and two second place finishes. 

Nancy Sweetham won the 
five events she entered and broke 
school records in three of them. 
She won the 100m and 200m 
butterfly and 200m backstroke In 
record times. She also won the 
200m breaststroke and the 200m 
freestyle. 



Rookie swimmers Andrew

If Don Cherry had 
his way, we'd still be 
watching hockey on TV in 
black-and-white, as 
helmetless good old Ca- 
nadian boys, clutch, grab 
and beat each other up in 
the rough-and-tumble 
six-team NHL. 

Thank God times have 
changed, even if Cheny hasn't. 

Dapp)er Don. also known In 
some circles as Grapes (Gripes 
would be more like It) is the veri- 
table dinosaur of hockey. Every 
Improvement In the game from 
the Influence of high-skill Euro- 
pezin players, to frill head and 
facial protection, to rules changes 
designed to get the game speeded 
up and to allow the best players to 
shine, has received a Cherry 
thumbs-down. 

Cherry sees himself as the 
protector of the working man's 
hockey player who Is typically 
Canadian and, just as typically, 
lacks the extremely high-skill level 
of the stars who make hockey a 
great game to watch. 

But, that's the problem with 
hockey. Instead of promoting, at 
all times, its elite players, its chief 
TV spokesman rants and raves 
about nobodies. It would be like 
the NBA promoting its 12th In- 
stead of superstars like Michael 
Jordan, Shaquille O'Neal or 
Charles Barkley. 

Cherry was himself a me- 
diocre hockey talent who spent 
his entire career in the minor 
leagues. He cdways came across 
as a lunch-bucket coach but was 
lucky to have a stacked Boston 
team when he took over In the 
early 1970s. Boston had just won 
two StEinley Cups In three years 
(Cherry wasn't the coach), but 
Cherry became more famous for 
losing than winning in the late 
1970s as Philadelphia and then 
Montreal dominated with seven 
Cups between them from 1973- 
1979. Cherry can't begin to com- 
pjire to Fred Shero (Philadelphia, 
2 Stanley Cups), Scotty Bowman 
(Montreal, Pittsburgh, 6 Cups), Al 
Arbour (4 Cups) or Glen Sather (4 
Cups) when it comes to coaching. 
So, why all the hype over 
Cherry? 

Gripes, who is as famous 
for his flashy, tasteless suits, his 
string of restaurants, his "Rock 
"em. Sock "em" series of hockey 
videos and his own fawning half- 
hour hockey interview show as for 
his mouth, is a marketing tool 
used by Hockey Night In Canada 
to boost its ratings. Without a 
clever, witty foil like Coaches' Cor- 
ner co-host Ron MacLean, Cherry 
would be a blabbermouth that 
roars and signifies nothing. 
MacLean keeps the conversation 
moving, is Invariably wittier and 
better spwken than Cherry and 
always gets the last word, thank- 
fully. Without MacLean, Cherry 
would be as helpless as his dog 
Blue, a barking, bellowing, but 
empty voice. 

Cherry, who's almost 60, 
grew up on the virtues of the six- 
team, nearly all-Canadian league. 
He fondly recalls the glory days of 
Rocket Richard, Gordie Howe and 
Bobby Hull. Granted, those years 
of the small, regional NHL, domi- 
nated by rivalries between Mon- 
treal, Toronto and Detroit (all three 
teams won 25 of 26 Stanley Cups 
between 1942- 1967; Chicago won 
in 1961 whUe Boston emd the New 
York Rangers were shut out). But 
hockey was a simple sport in those 
days, a cruder variation of today's 
high-tech game. 

Compare tapes of the 
1950s-era Montreal Canadlens 
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with the 1980s Edmonton Oilers. 
The Oilers play at a higher clip; 
the players are bigger and faster. 
Those Habs teams did have great 
stars like Jean Beliveau, Henri 
and Maurice Richard, Doug 
Harvey and Jacques Plante, to 
name only several. But I'll stack 
Wayne Gretzlqr, Mark Messier, 
Jari Kurri, Paul Coffey and Grant 
Fuhr against the Habs. And look 
deeper into the roster of each team. 
The Oilers have more depth 
throughout their line-up. Also, 
consider the dlDlculty of winning 
four Stanley Cups in five years in 
a 2 1 team league. You have to win 
four playoff rounds each year. In 
the old six- team league, the sched- 
ule was only 70 games long (as 
opposed to 80 in the 1980s and 
now, 84) and teemis had to win 
Just two playoff series to capture 
the Cup. In fact, as spwrts have 
expanded, so has the talent base. 
The European invasion has 
made the NHL a far better-skilled 
and more highly competitive 



league than it was 25 years ago. 
when only the very best Europe- 
ans find tiielr way onto NHL ros- 
ters, it clears out the weaker Ca- 
nadians and Americans who find 
themselves where they belong- 
in the minors. The NHL draft last 
June merely p>oints out where the 
very best players are coming from. 
The NHL is now a global league as 
12 of the first 24 players picked, 
and the top two chosen, came 
from Europe. 

Cherry has long decried the 
European influence in the NHL. 
When the Winnipeg Jets, who have 
been among the leaders in bring- 
ing in European players and 
coaches, hired a Swedish assist- 
ant coach by the name of Alpo 
Suhonen, Cherry disdainfully said 
on Hockey Night in Canada, 
"Who's Alpo... some kind of dog 
food?" He's also consistently at- 
tacked Swedish defenceman Ulf 
Samuelsson of the two-time 
Stanley Cup champion Pittsburgh 
Penguins, just because 



Samuelsson knocked Boston's 
Cam Neely out of the playoffs. He 
denies Samuelsson's contribu- 
tions to two straight Stanley Cup 
wins for Pittsburgh. Soviet stars 
like Pavel Bure (Vancouver) and 
Sergei Makharov (Winnipeg) have 
both felt the Cherry lash. Canadi- 
ans and Americans of far less 
ability, are treated in much fairer 
fashion by Dapper Don. 

Ethnocentrism Isn't a vir- 
tue, at least not the last time I 
looked. Players should be judged 
by their skUls, not their national- 
ity. 

Because rules penalizing 
those who start fights, and those 
who clutch and grab, will help 
drive low-skill players out of pro 
hockey, Cheny is against them. 
But hockey has deteriorated over 
the years, because clutching and 
grabbing has gone un}>enallzed 
by referees and the game's best 
players have been hamf>ered by 
lesser talents who can't legalty 
stop them. Increased penalties for 



holding, hooking, slashing and 
fighting only help hockey by speed- 
ing it up. Speed is what meikes 
hockey exciting. Check out the 
Canada Cup tapes fix>m 1991, 
1987 or 1984. It's the best hockey 
you'll ever see and It's flght-firee 
and largely clutch-and-grab free. 

Cherry can also be faulted 
for endorsing the new sports lot- 
teiy now rvmnlng In Ontario. As a 
public figure with a wide audi- 
ence, Grif)es should know better 
than to push gambling, legalized 
or not. Kids are blowing their al- 
lowances and lunch money on 
guesses as to which teams will 
win. Youngsters shouldn't be en- 
couraged to gamble, and by back- 
ing the lottery through his TV ads, 
Cheny is telling kids It's okay to 
gamble. Not a healthy situation. 

I'd like to think there's room 
for Cherry somewhere on our TV 
sets, but more and more, he's the 
reason to switch off, rather than 
turn on to NHL hockey. 
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
